' for the cleanup. The grant means 
that $680 in expenses not cov- 
ered due to the the amount of 
tires received from county resi- 
‘ dents and businesses will be 
covered, The six townships in 
_ Crawford County and the City 
' of Grayling, a $5,000 grant ear- 
marked for environmental proj- 
ects by Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners and contribu- 
. tions from area businesses and a 
: previous grant from 
Weyerhaeuser helped fund the 
‘ program. 

“Since we have surplus, we 
‘can put remaining money into 


facilities. 

“Economic development is 
about building relationships, and 
it’s a lot easter to pick up the 
phone and ask for help if you 
know who is on the other end,” 
said Gaila Gilliland, the eco- 
nomic development director for 
the the EDP. 

Gilliland and a member of the 
city council or township board 
wil meet with business owners 
during the informal lunch meet- 
ings. 

Grayling Mayor Larry Akers 
said the council opted to fund 
the program for one-year,

maintains a prominent public 
presence, although he has been 
out of the mayor’s office since 
2001. 

Whether he is as recognizable 
as Ms. Clinton is questionable. 
The AP article claims both are 
“single name celebrities, easily 
identified by their first names. 
That’s likely true for “Hillary” 
but some folks in Montana or 
Arkansas or even some parts of 
Michigan may have trouble 
instantly placing “Rudy.”

HISTORY ARGUES against 
either Ms. Clinton or Mr. 
Giuliani occupying the White 
House. Only two New York pres- 
idents served in the entire 20th 
century; the two Roosevelts, 
Theodore and Franklin, both 
were governors, not senators or 
mayors, 

In the past 100 years, several 
New Yorkers have tried, going 
back to Democrat nominee Al 
Smith in 1928, losing to 


President Herbert Hoover, and 


Republican Thomas Dewey in ° 


both 1944 and 1948, both of 
whom also were New ‘York gov- 
ernors. Candidate Dewey, of 
course, really was a Michiganian, 


born and raised in Owosso. He | 


lost to both Presidents Franklin 
Roosevelt and Harry Truman. 
Others have strived for nomi- 
nations and failed - in more 
recent times; Democrat Mario 
Cuomo and Republicans Jack 
Kemp and Nelson Rockefeller, 
for example. Mr. Rockefeller was 
vice president in the 1970s by 
appointment of President Gerald 
Ford, who also had been appoint- 
ed vice president and moved to 
the top job when President 
Richard Nixon resigned. But 
when it came time for Mr. Ford 
to run for president, Mr. 
Rockefeller was not on the ticket. 
Sen. Bob Dole, Kansas, was. 
Other New Yorkers have been 
nominated for vice president — 
more recently, U.S. Rep. Bill 


Miller in 1964 and Mr. Kemp in 
1996, both Republicans, and U.S. 
Rep. Geraldine Ferraro, 
Democrat, the only woman yet to 
appear on a presidential ticket, in 
1984, 

Perhaps with the governor 
legacy in mind, present New York 
Gov. George Pataki, Republican, 
reportedly is considering a run 
for president in 2008. That 
should be interesting if all three 
New Yorkers take to the presiden- 
tial hustings.

To the editor: 

I would first like to thank the 
resident of Crawford County 
who dumped their three puppies 
in a pet carrier outside our shel- 
ter gate. The animals were left 
out all night in sub-zero weather 
in the snow without so much as a 
blanket in about six inches of 
snow. 

I had talked to them earlier 
that day and advised that we do 
not take animals from out of our 
county. However, they 
explained that the Crawford 
County Animal Shelter was not 
taking owner give-ups and that 
they had to move, We under- 
stand that the shelter is not oper- 
ated by the county and they can 
make their own rules and sug- 
gested that as a resident or a tax 
payer they should voice their 
opinion to the Crawford County 
Controller Paul Compo or an 
elected county commissioner for 
their district. 

We understand that this would 
not resolve the immediate prob- 
lem, which falls back on respon- 
sible pet ownership and spaying 


your pets, However, this dba} 
not allow people to break the law 
and dump a Crawford problem 
on another shelter who is also 
full. 


I called the Crawford Animal. 


Shelter and asked if they were 
taking give-ups? TI told them I 
was moving by the weekend and 
could not bring the animal. I 
was told they were not taking 
animals from owners, because 
they were full. I asked what I 
should do and was told to con- 


tact other area _— shelters, 
Roscommon, Kalkaska and 
Otsego. I have called at least 


four other times in the past three 
months to see if the shelter was 
taking give-ups and the same 
Story, “we are not taking owner 
give-ups.” J was also told that 
they are only taking animals 
picked up by animal control as 
strays. I can not blame the shel- 
ter since they get paid for dogs 
that the county takes in. 
Crawford once had in their 
Animal Control Ordinance to 
deal with cats as an equal to dogs 
to license them and handle them

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as a nuisance eiiies called. 
However, they removed’ this 
from the ordinance because it 
was a cost factor when the shel- 
ter also wanted to charge for tak- 
ing in stray cats, 

_ So what is happening with the 
cat population? They are breed- 
ing and over populating areas of 
your county. They are left to 
fend for themselves and cause 
health issues with the healthy 
population. Citizens have 
nowhere to take them so they try 
to dump them on surrounding 
counties or they just turn them 
loose. 

I spoke with other counties 
who’s names were given out. 
Otsego had just caught two 
Crawford residents trying to 
dump their animals as strays in 
their county in the past month. 
Otsego may take an animal from 
a Crawford resident but it must 
meet their criteria for adoptabili- 
ty and there is a $50 drop off fee. 
Kalkaska takes animals from 
only their county. Roscommon 
only takes animals from their 
residents. 


Dumping of these three pup- 
pies from Crawford is not the 
first, second or third time we’ve 
seen in recent months. 

The next time you adopt a pet 
ask yourself, will I have to move 
in the next year? Will my new 
landlord let me have a pet? Can 
1 afford to get all the shots and 
the animal fixed? 

We handle 10 to 15 calls a 
week from Crawford County 
residents wanting us to take their 
pets. Please get involved, call 
your county representative and 
seek a solution to your counties 
pet problem or get involved with 
your animal shelter so they can 
better serve the animals of your 
county. 

Since your tax dollars pay for 
the Crawford County Animal 
Control Officer you need to 
know what your tax dollars are 
paying for or how it can be used 
to better serve the animals of 
Crawford County,

Motorists are reminded that 
Michigan’s threshold for drunk 
driving is .08 blood alcohol con- 
tent and the costs associated with 
a drunk driving arrest are sub- 
stantial, In addition to court 
costs and fines, convicted drunk 
drivers are also subject to an 
additional $2,000 assessment 
included in the driver responsi- 


bility program. 

During last year’s You Drink 
& Drive. You Lose. drunk dri- 
ving crackdown, there were four 
Christmas holiday traffic fatali- 
ties and six traffic deaths during 
the New Year’s holiday. Of 
those fatalities, five involved 
alcohol. 

In Michigan, 37 percent of 
traffic fatalities involve alcohol 
and/or drugs. Although alcohol- 
related fatalaties have been 
decreasing annually, there were 
still 418 traffic deaths in 2004 
where alcohol and/or drugs were 
involved. 

Sheriff Kirk Wakefield offers 
these other simple reminders for 
a safer holiday season: 

Don’t get behind the wheel of 
your vehicle if you’ve been out 
drinking. 

If you are impaired, call Dial- 
A-Ride or get a sober friend or 
family member to come and get 
you, ; 

Or just stay where you are and 
sleep it off until you are sober. 

Sheriff Wakefield also urges 
holiday party hosts to always 
offer alcohol-free beverages dur- 
ing the event and make sure all 
guests leave with a sober driver.

2 An Romans 1:13 we studied 
Paul’s desire to deliver the 
gospel to Rome. In verse 14 we 
saw Paul’s debt to give every 
human being on earth the 
gospel. Now in verse 15 we 
shall study Paul’s dedication to 
the gospel: “So, as much as in 
me is, | am ready to preach the 
gospel to you that are at Rome 
also.” 

First, we examine the cause of 
Paul’s dedication, “So, as much 
as in me is...” Pauls life was 
being directed by the living 
Christ who dwelt within him 
according to Gal. 2:20. Paul had 
yielded his life to his Lord on 
the road to Damascus in Acts 
9:6: “6And he trembling and 
astonished said, Lord, what wilt 
thou have me to do? As his 
Lord told Ananias concerning 
Paul in Acts 9:15: “But the 
Lord said unto him, Go thy way: 
for he is a chosen vessel unto 
ine, to bear my name before the 
Gentiles, and kings, and the 
children of Israel.” 

Second, we see the courage of 
Paul’s dedication when he said, 
“Dam ready...” Paul had the 
courage of a willing mind to 
serve God. Paul said in Acts 
21:13, “...for Lam ready not to 


. Jerusalem for the name of the 


Lord Jesus.” Then in one of his 
prison epistles to Timothy 
describing his coming death 
Paul said in 2 Tim. 4:6; “For I 
am now ready to be offered, and 
the time of my departure is at 
hand.” Paul gave the example of 
one who was always ready to 
preach, pray or die to serve his 
Lord, 

Third, we see the calling of 
Paul’s dedication, —“*...to 
preach...” The person being 
preached about was not self or 
others, but Jesus Christ. As 
Paul said in 2 Cor. 4:5: “For we 
preach not ourselves, but Christ 
Jesus the Lord; and ourselves 
your servants for Jesus’ sake.” 
This was the practice of all early 
disciples in Acts 5:42: “And 
daily in the temple, and in every 
house, they ceased not to teach 
and preach Jesus Christ.” This 
kind of preaching was not popu- 


Jar even then. “But we preach 


Christ crucified, unto the Jews a 
stumblingblock, and unto the 
Greeks foolishness.” a 
Corinthians 1:23). Today people 
still say, “don’t preach to me.” 


They say, “Keep your religion to 
yourself and practice it in your 
own church.”

Fourth,.we see the content tof ee 
Paul’s dedication ~ the gospel. 
Paul emphasized the important °— 
of the gospel in £ Cor, 1:17: | 
“17For Christ sent me not to 


baptize, but to preach the 
gospel: not with wisdom of 
words, lest the cross of Christ 
should be made of none effect.” 
He said also in 1 Cor, 9:16: 
“For though I preach the gospel, 
I have nothing to glory of: for 
necessity is laid upon me; yea, 
woe is unto me, if I preach not 
the gospel!” He taught us in 
Gal. 1:8,9 of God’s woe upon 
those who alter the gospel. He 
gave us in 1 Cor 15:3,4, the 
simple content of the gospel, 
which is the death, burial, and 
resurrection of Jesus Christ for 
our sins.

Public schools and universi- 
ties might find relief from 
budget troubles if a petition 
drive pushed by the Michigan 
Education Association (MEA) 
is successful, the union says. 

The proposal has four key_ 
points, said Karen Schulz, 
communications consultant for 
the MEA: 

‘In addition to tying state aid 
increases to inflation, it would 
reduce the per-student spend- 
ing gaps between the richest 
and poorest schools, cap the 
money schools spend on retire- 
ment costs and help protect 
funding for districts with 
decreasing enrollment.

It 
would not affect funding for the 
Department of Education. 

The MEA belongs’ to the K- 
16 Coalition for Michigan’s 
Future, the organizers of the 
drive. With 163,000 members, 
the union is the largest and 
most visible organization help- 
ing with the proposal. 

According to estimates 
derived from a Senate Fiscal 
Agency report, educational 
funding would have seen an 
increase of $241.5 million in 
2003 if the ballot proposal had 
already been in effect. 

“We recognize that a lot of 
politictans have said over ‘the 
years that education is a top 
priority,” Schulz said. “The 
problem we have ts that in the 
past three years, K-12 funding 
hasn’t increased, and state sup- 
port for universities has gone 
down. 

“What we're asking the 
Legislature to do is to put their 
money where their mouths are. 
They say education is the top 
priority, and we say ‘prove it,” 
she said. 

But Rep. John Moolenaar, R- 
Midland, the chair of the House 
School Aid and Department of 
Education Appropriations 
Subcommittee, doesn’t see as 
much of a lack of state aid as 
some educators claim. 

“We recently increased the 
K-12 budget this year by 
almost $300 million, and we 


. are currently working on legis-. .. 


lation that would bring up the 
lowest funded districts by an 
extra $25 per student,” said

Moolenaar. “We. currently 
spend almost. a third of our 


state budget on K-12 education, | 


close to $13 billion:” 

Schulz said that Michigan’s 
economic woes don’t excuse 
the government from providing 
enough money for education. 

“Legislators are elected to 
their positions so that they can 
make tough decisions,” Schulz 
said, “So far, their failure to.fix 
Michigan’s structural funding 
situation has left a lot of 
schools without many options 
to cut costs, and that’s hurting. 
kids.” 

Moolenaar agrees that legis- 
lators must make tough deci- 
sions. 

“The citizens have a right to 
make their views known, and as 
legislators we make every 
effort to listen and balance their 
priorities in state government 
spending,” Moolenaar said. 
“An important thing in the 
budget process is to have public 
hearings and Jook at each prior- 
ity in light of other priorities. 

“The question is where 
would this money come from? 
Would it come at the expense 
of other budget priorities, or 
would it come in the form of 
higher taxes that might take 
businesses out of our state,” he 
said, 

Schulz said it should be clear 
that education is important for 
Michigan voters, citing a June 
rally at the Capitol attended by 
11,000 people, making it the 
largest in 30 years.

found that at least.2,000 posi- 
tions were eliminated last year, 
said Executive Director Tom 
White. Even with Gov. Jennifer 
Granholm’s $175 increase in 
per-student funding, 
Michigan’s school officials did 
not seem confident about the 
future. 

The survey found that 31 per- 
cent of districts said they would 
still have to lay off employees, 
and 80 percent said they would 
reduce staff by not filling 
vacancies, an increase of 6 per- 
cent from the previous year. 

Midland-area MEA official 
director Fred Baker has seen 
the effects of the budget prob- 
lems firsthand. 

“Sometimes there aren’t even 

enough chairs for all the stu- 
dents, and the teachers have to 
hope that someone ts absent so 
that everyone can get a seat,” 
said Baker. “People believe that 
this proposal means a tax hike, 
and it absolutely does not have 
to mean that.” 
. “Since 1994, we have seen 
46 separate tax cuts for various 
interest groups, and a lot of 
them are not appropriate at all. 
If you purchase something at a 
party store or a regular store, 
you don’t pay tax on that 
directly, but the person who 
sold it to you does. If you buy 
something out of a vending 
machine, that’s not taxed, and 
that means a loss of $19 million 
annually,” he said. 

Moolenaar said that there are 
two sides to any budget crisis. 

“We're making substantial 
efforts to improve the funding 
for districts across the state, but 
at, the same time,.. here's, the 
cost-containment side as well,” 
Moolenaar said. “We need to 
look at the problem from both 
angles.” 

The petition drive is intended 
to force a 2006 statewide vote 
on the proposal if the 
Legislature doesn’t approve it 
first.

All Zones within Michigan 


All cattle must be identified with RFID Electronic identification eartags prior to movement from a premises within Michigan. Initial 
identification of cattle must utilize an RFID Electronic identification eartag issued by the Michigan Department of Agriculture to the 
premises at which the Identification occurs. 


Livestock inspection Point Check-Points 


Any vehicle that may contain livestock must stop at any posted Livestock and Plant Inspection Point. Upon stopping of the vehi 
cle, a person transporting the livestock shall produce documentation that contains the origin of shipment, official identification of 
livestock, any documentation required to move livestock, and the direct shipping destination of the livestock. 


Modified Accredited Zone - includes the entirety of Alcona, Alpena, Antrim, Charlevoix, Cheboygan, Crawford, Emmet, 
Montmorency, Oscoda, Otsego, and Presque Isle counties, and those portions of losco and Ogemaw counties that are north of the 
southernmost boundaries of the Huron National Forest and the Au Sable State Forest.

All cattle herds must complete an annual whole herd bovine tuberculosis test of all cattle 12 months of age and older, and ail goats, 
bison, or privately owned cervids 6 months of age or older in contact with the herd. Retesting of herds must be done within 9-15 
months of the anniversary date of the Initial whole herd test. Registered terminal operations, or feedlots in which all animals are 
sold for direct slaughter or through a concentration point for slaughter, are exempt from the annual whole herd testing requirement. 


Movement Testing Requirements 


Movement within the Modified Accredited Zone 
‘ Cattle must comply with one of the following prior to movement: 
a) Originate directly from a bovine tuberculosis accredited free herd, or, 
b) Originate from a herd which has received a whole herd test within 60 days prior to movement, or, 
_c) Receive a negative bovine tuberculosis test within 60 days prior to movement. 


* Calves less than 2 months of age may be moved if they originate from a herd that has completed a whole herd test with- 
in 12 months prior to movement. 


° Steers or spayed heifers may be moved to a registered terminal aici or between registered terminal operations with- 
out meeting tuberculosis testing requirements. 


° Cattle may be moved to slaughter, or through a concentration point to slaughter, without meeting tuberculosis testing 
requirements. 


Movement into another Zone within Michigan 
° Cattle 2 months of age and older must comply with one of the following prior to movement: 
a) Originate directly from a bovine tuberculosis accredited free herd, or, 
b) Originate from a herd that has received a negative whole’ herd bovine tuberculosis test within 12 months prior to 
movement, and receive a negative bovine tuberculosis test within 60 days prior to movement (steers or spayed 
heifers do not need to meet the whole herd testing requirement). 


. Calves less than 2 months of age may be moved if they originate from a herd that has completed a whole herd test with- 
in 12 months prior to movement. 


° Cattle of any age may be moved to a specially approved registered terminal operation if they originate from a herd that 
has received a negative whole herd bovine tuberculosis test within 12 months prior to movement. 


° Cattle may be moved to slaughter, or through a coneeniaten point to slaughter, without meewng tuberculosis testing 
requirements. 
Movement Permit Requirements 


A Movement Permit is required to be obtained prior to movement of any cattle from a premises within the zone. All cattle with a 
destination of a concentration point must receive a new permit that identifies the final destination of movement, prior to leaving the 
concentration point facility. Cattle do not need to be re-permitted from the concentration point if they are moved directly to a slaugh- 
ter facility that maintains a RFiD Electronic eartag tracking system.

Movement into another Zone within Michigan 
| ¢ Sexually intact cattle 18 months of age or older must meet one of the following prior to movement: 
; a) Originate directly from a bovine tuberculosis accredited free herd, or, 
b) Be included in a whole herd bovine tuberculosis test at the premises of origin within 6 months prior to movement, or, 
c) Receive a negative bovine tuberculosis test within 60 days prior to movement. 


° Cattle less than 18 months of age, steers and spayed heifers, or cattle moving to slaughter do not need to meet tubercu- 
testing requirements prior to movement. 


Movement within the Modified Accredited Advanced Zone 
° No tuberculosis testing is required for movement of cattle within the zone, or through a livestock concentration point to a 
final destination within the zone. 


Movement Certificate Requirements 
All cattle must receive an official movement certificate prior to movement to any other zone within Michigan, and a copy of the cer- 
tificate must accompany the animals during movement. 


Bovine Tuberculosis Free Zone - includes the entirety of the Upper Peninsula of Michigan. 


Surveillance Testing Requirements 

All herds must obtain a premises identification number, and be placed into a database from which herds will be randomly select- 
ed for whole herd testing. Proportional samples of beef and dairy farms will be selected from each Michigan Agricultural Statistics 
Service agriculture district based upon the total number of farms in that district.
